Following an investigation Sat­ 
urday by state police, the coroner 
and District Attorney Howard C.

‘Interested’ in Guns 
The DA said this morning, how­ 
ever, that his office is "definitely 
interested’’ in finding out whether 
there are more cases of high 
school boys in the area tinkering 
with firearms. 
The gun involved 
in the Highland case was a .22 
calibre Hamilton rifle that had 
been converted into a pistol. 
Use of homemade guns, called 
“Zip” guns, has been a problem 
in the New York area, and St. 
John said today he did not want 
them "creeping up" into this area. 
Authorities Satisfied 
Meanwhile, authorities express­ 
ed themselves* as satisfied that 
the incident at Highland Friday 
evening was a tragic accident. 
In the confusion which reigned 
following the shooting about 6:55 
p. m., Dennis had told troopers 
that the gun was in his jacket 
pocket and that it had discharged 
in the projection booth. Both boys 
had been assigned to operate spot­ 
lights during the basketball game, 
which was later cancelled. 
Coroner McCardle

George Washington was one of the few 
men so preeminent in two entirely different 
fields that it is hard to say in which he was 
the abler.

His achievements won the praise of 
the Duke of Wellington, conqueror of Napo­ 
leon, who repeatedly spoke of him as “ a 
great general and a great man.”

Washington gladly gave up his command at 
the end of the Revolution, and returned to 
public lite only on the insistent clamor of 
his fellow' citizens.

lost their fear when they reflected that with- 
out doubt it wrould be Washington who 
stai ted the new’ nation on its long journey. 
A s our first President he succeeded so 
well that repeatedly afterward the nation, 
seeking guidance in parlous times, has called 
on a general to lead us to safety. J ackson, 
William Henry Harrison, Grant and Eisen­ 
hower are ex amples. Not all have been suc­ 
cessful Presidents, but those have been most 
so who most closely modeled their policies 
on Washington’s.

POLITICS IS POLITICS 
The effort to operate a non-political adminis­ 
tration in a political country is falling apart. The 
theory that patronage is a great evil to be 
eschewed by a Republican President is having this 
effect; when a Republican applies for a job, he 
is rejected for being a politician. What is wanted 
are career men, and most career men, after 20 
years of Democratic rule, are mostly Democrats. 
That is what all the shouting has been about 
over the Lincoln Birthday week and those who 
have traveled hither and yon, delivering speeches 
on the greatness of Abraham Lincoln, have come 
back to Washington chagrined and frightened be­ 
cause unless the Administration becomes political, 
the Democrats will win the 1954 Election and pos­ 
sibly that of 1956. That is very discouraging news 
to the Republicans, particularly those who are 
important men in the newspapers but who have 
no way of cutting through the White House en­ 
tourage to the President. They have no way of 
telling him the simple facts of political life as 
they see them. 
Nex t March, the Republicans are going to cel­ 
ebrate the 100th Anniversary of the founding of 
the party at Ripon, Wisconsin. This should be a 
lively affair, stirring this party to an emotional 
outpouring on- the verge of a Congressional cam­ 
paign. Having a President in the White House, 
Republicans would like to have their President at 
Ripon delivering a major address on the virtues of 
this party. It does not seem logical that so signifi­ 
cant an event should be minus this leading per­ 
sonality. 
It is now understood that the President does 
not choose to go to so strictly a partisan affair, 
even though the enthusiasm kindled there might 
bestir his party to unity and victory. Many rumors 
attend this decision, although I cannot vouch for 
the truth or falsity of any of them. Some say 
that he avoids Wisconsin because it is the state 
of the redoubtable McCarthy; others say that the 
decision was taken because of C. D. J ackson’s 
psychological warfare theory that the President 
should be above politics, a monumental figure 
without a pedestal. Others say that it is the Presi­ 
dent’s disposition to avoid such occasions, although 
all admit that his impromptu address at the Lin­ 
coln Birthday Box Supper in Washington was an 
ex cellent 
performance, 
breathing sincerity • and 
warmth. 
In fact, it is recognized that President Eis­ 
enhower makes a better speech on his own than 
with the assistance of his speech-wTitcrs, who are 
acclaimed as very second rate, in no manner equal 
to the ghosts employed by Roosevelt and Truman. 
When the President stands up to talk without even 
a note, out of his own head and heart, it is usually 
a good speech, whereas the manufactured stuff, 
staff-written, seems to lack both body and soul. 
At Ripon, he would have a wonderful opportunity 
to establish his leadership over a leaderless party. 
Some Republicans are particularly moved to 
inquire how it is that the President cannot find 
the time to go to Ripon, Wisconsin for this 100th 
Anniversary when he can find time to visit Paul 
G. Hoffman at Palm Springs, California. Admit­ 
ting that it is none of their business to inquire 
how the President chooses to spend his time, they 
do point out that Hoffmah has, during the past 20 
years, been on the New Deal side of things, where­ 
as in Rioon, votes can be made for the Republican 
Party. There are no votes in Hoffman ex cept his 
own and no one knows how that would go in a 
Congressional election. As a matter of fact, such 
a ^ isit stirs no enthusiasm among the Republicans 
m California as it highlights an individual whose 
political affiliations may be dubious.

He was a great general who de­ 
feated veteran soldiers of many campaigns 
with a badly disciplined and worse equipped 
army. His achievements won the praise of 
the Duke of Wellington, conqueror of Napo­ 
leon. who repeatedly spoke of him as “a 
great general and a great man.” 
Other successful generals have used their 
victories as stepping stones to absolute rule. 
Washington gladly gave up his command at 
the end of the Revolution, and returned to 
public life only on the insistent clamcr of 
his fellow citizens. 
Washington’s advocacy of our federal Con­ 
stitution did much to secure its ratification. 
Many who might have doubted the advis­ 
ability of having a strong chief executive 
lost their fear when they reflected that with­ 
out doubt it would be Washington who 
started the new nation on its long journey. 
As our first President he succeeded so 
well that repeatedly afterward the nation, 
seeking guidance in parlous times, has called 
on a general to load us to safety. Jackson, 
William Henry Harrison, Grant and Eisen­ 
hower are examples. Not all have been suc­ 
cessful Presidents, but those have been most 
so who most closely modeled their policies 
on Washington’s.

PO LITIC S IS POLITICS 
The effort to operate a non-political adm inis­ 
tration in a poéitical country is falling apart. The 
theory 
that 
patronage 
is 
a 
great 
evil 
to 
be 
eschew ed by a Republican President is having this 
effect; w hen a Republican applies for a job, he 
is rejected for being a politician. W hat is w anted 
are career men, and m ost career men, after 20 
years of D em ocratic rule, are m ostly D em ocrats. 
That is w hat all the shouting has been about 
over the Lincoln Birthday w eek and those who 
have traveled hither and yon, delivering speeches 
on the greatness of Abraham Lincoln, have come 
back to W ashington chagrined and frightened be­ 
cause unless the Adm inistration becom es political, 
the D em ocrats wrill win the 1954 Election and pos­ 
sibly that of 1956. That is very discouraging news 
to the Republicans, particularly those who are 
im portant men in the newspapers but who have 
no way of cutting through the W hite H ouse en ­ 
tourage to the President. They have no w ay of 
telling him the sim ple facts ot political life as 
they see them . 
N ext March, the Republicans are going to cel­ 
ebrate the 100th A nniversary of the founding of 
the party at Ripon, W isconsin. This should be a 
lively affair, stirring this party to an em otional 
outpouring on the verge of a Congressional cam ­ 
paign. H aving a President in the W hite House, 
Republicans would like to have their President at 
Ripon delivering a major address on the virtues of 
this party. It does not seem logical that so signifi­ 
cant an event should be m inus this leading per­ 
sonality. 
It is now understood that the President does 
not choose to go to so strictly a partisan affair, 
even though the enthusiasm kindled there m ight 
bestir his party to unity and victory. M any rum ors 
attend this decision, although I cannot vouch for 
the truth or falsity of any of them . Som e say 
that he avoids W isconsin because it is the state 
of the redoubtable M cCarthy; others say that the 
decision w as taken because of C. D. Jackson’s 
psychological w arfare theory that the President 
should be 
above 
politics, 
a 
m onum ental figure 
w ithout a pedestal. Others say that it is the P resi­ 
dent’s disposition to avoid such occasions, although 
all adm it that his impromptu address at the Lin­ 
coln Birthday Box Supper in W ashington w as an 
excellent 
pertorm ance, 
breathing 
sincerity* and 
warm th. 
In fact, it is recognized that President E is­ 
enhower m akes a better speech on his own than 
with the assistance ot his speech-wTiters, who are 
acclaim ed as very second rate, in no m anner equal 
to the ghosts em ployed by R oosevelt and Truman. 
W hen the President stands up to talk w ithout even 
a note, out of his own head and heart, it is usually 
a good speech, w hereas the m anufactured stuff, 
staff-w ritten, seem s to lack both body and soul. 
At Ripon, he would have a wonderful opportunity 
to establish his leadership over a leaderless party. 
Som e Republicans are particularly m oved to 
inquire how it is that the President cannot find 
the tim e to go to Ripon, W isconsin for this 100th 
A nniversary w hen he can find tim e to visit Paul 
G. Hoffm an at Palm Springs, California. A dm it­ 
ting that it is none of their business to inquire 
how the President chooses to spend his tim e, they 
do point out that Hoffman has, during the past 20 
years, been on the N ew Deal side of things, w here­ 
as in RiDon, votes can be made for the Republican 
Party. There are no votes in Hoffm an except his 
own and no one know s how that would go in a 
Congressional election. As a m atter of fact, such 
a visit stirs no enthusiasm am ong the Republicans 
in California as it highlights an individual w hose 
political affiliations m ay be dubious. 
So there is another issue to bestir the poltically- 
minded and to cause dissqpsion in the rank and 
file of Abraham Lincoln’s party, which Senator 
Lehman of the Am ericans for D em ocratic Action 
denies belongs to the Republicans at all. It is 
beginning to look like one of those H ollywood 
m arriages in which it is im possible to figure out 
who is m arried to whom and w hether any of the 
m arriages ever took. 
The m isfortune in all this is that there is lots 
of business to do which cannot w ait too long w ith ­ 
out disastrous effects upon the nation and its econ­ 
omy, and that w hile the politicians fiddle aw ay 
like a dissonant bebop band, the danger to the 
people increases.

AGING AND HEALTH O F M EN IN AM ERICA 
W hile labor men and labor unions are quite 
properly w orking on age lim it, about age of 65. at 
w hich m en and wom en should retire w ith an ade­ 
quate pension, there are other conditions in the 
life of the aging that are receiving the attention of 
general physicians and particularly those physi­ 
cians who are studying the aging process in men 
and wom en of 65 year and over w ith the view of 
helping them to pass through this phase of life span 
w ithout pain and disability and continue to keep 
reasonably w ell and happy. These specialists in 
treating the aged and aging are called geriatricians 
and the science ot studying the aging process is 
called gerontology. 
W hat m akes the study of gerontology of real 
interest is that people age differently. We have all 
seen men and wom en in their seventies w ho are as 
strong and w ell physically and m entally as others 
in their fifties and sixties. 
In an editorial in the m edical journal. G eriatrics, 
devoted to the treatm ent of the aged and aging, Dr. 
Ancel K eys states: “A basic hope for progress and 
a constant 
incentive 
for research 
in 
geriatrics 
springs from the fact that people age differently.” 
This m eans that it is the w ay people m eet or 
greet the aging process that m akes a difference to 
their health and happiness. 
W e are not all built alike m entally and em o­ 
tionally, aside from our physical health. Thus Dr. 
K eys 
states 
further 
that 
the 
susceptibility 
or 
resistance to aging of a population is not very 
usefully m easured either in term s of numbers of 
centenarians (100 years of age or over) or of the 
years of life from birth. The life span is m ainly 
dependent on the death rate in children w hile the 
attainm ent of real old age in man involves m any 
questions in gathering facts and in the social or 
com m unity life of the individual. 
M easuring the death 
rate am ong 
adults 
in 
America, the picture is overw helm ingly dom inated 
by age-related causes of disability and death so 
that the aging suscepibility of the population in 
regard to “vital” tissues and organs is reflected by 
its death rate. By this m eans w e can m easure fatal 
aging and the chronological or actual number of 
yea rs lived. 
It has been learned for m any years that wom en 
(w ives and m others) live longer than men (hus­ 
bands 
and 
fathers i. 
N otw ithstanding 
our 
high 
standard of living in Am erica, the chances of the 
Am erican man dying before age of 60 are con­ 
siderably greater than that of men of his age in 
m any other countries; 17 per cent above the Eng­ 
lishm an, 24 per cent above Italians, and 55 per 
cent above Swedes. 
W hy do Am erican men age sooner than Am eri­ 
can wom en and earlier than men of Europe? It is 
believed that A m ericans keep m ore tensed, eat 
m ore fat foods, and do less physical work.

Mr. H offm an does not operate 
from any park bench in. L afayette 
Square, across Pennsylvania ave­ 
nue from the W hite House, as Mr. 
Baruch did during the war. There 
is, however, nothing clandestine 
about Mr. H offm an’s visits to to 
W ashington. 
H e com es to W ashington every 
m onth or so. W hile other White* 
H ouse callers have to be content 
w ith 15-m inute appointm ents, Mr. 
H offm an gets an hour or two and 
often sees the President several 
tim es. 
W hen 
the President delivered 
his S tate of the Union m essage to 
Congress in January, it w as no­

Close Friends in Europe 
This close relationship between 
the President and Mr. Hoffm an 


goes back to the days when G en­

Eisenhow er 
w as 
suprem e 
com m ander 
of

forces 
in 
Europe. 
Paul 
Hoffm an w as then M arshall Plan 
adm inistrator, 
trying 
to 
restore 
Europe’s econom ic strength w hile 
the general bucked up its m ilitary 
posture. 
In 1950 Paul Hoffman carried 
with him into the Ford Founda­ 
tion all of the ideas that he had 
tried to prom ote w hile head of 
the M arshall Plan. And he con­ 
tinued to see General Eisenhower. 
It is probable that Paul H off­ 
man did as much, if not more, 
than any other one man in per­ 
suading General Eisenhow er that

FACT OR FANCY? 
One of the greatest differences 
b etween our own times and those 
of our grandparents is in the a t­ 
titude 
toward 
illness. 
Modern 
man says: 
“Give us the facts and 
we'll

something

it." 
Nineteenth-century man saw dis­ 
ease either as a cruel stroke of 
fate or as punishment for his sins 
Since there didn’t seem to he 
much he could do ab out illness, 
grandfather was inclined to ro­ 
manticize it, make it as pretty as 
he could. 
Tub erculosis, or con­ 
sumption, as it was commonly 
called, was a favorite of Victorian 
novelists. 
Almost every family in 
a novel of that era had a sw;eet, 
angelic young girl going into a 
decline. 
Usually she died, with 
her last b reath forgiving the sor­ 
rowing family clustered around 
her b ed. 
Sometimes papa took 
her to Europe where she fell in 
love with an English nob leman 
and made a miraculous recovery 
Another typical character was the 
Black Sheep who came home to 
b eg forgiveness for his wild life 
and die coughing in his mother’s 
arms. 
Poets and artists almost always 
were describ ed as having a hectic 
tub erculous 
flush. 
They 
died 
young, after completing one great 
' work of art. 
There was a legend 
that 
tub erculosis 
made 
genius 
b urn more b rightly. 
Modern man doesn’t want ro­ 
mantic legends ab out disease. He 
wants facts. 
He doesn’t leave his 1 
health to fate, b ut takes personal 
responsib ility for it. 
He knows 
that the poet’s death from TB 
was tragically unnecessary; that 
the great picture was painted in 
spite of, not b ecause of TB. 
He 
doesn't think it’s romantic to b e 
half alive. 
So he joins with his neighb ors 
in community efforts to fight the 
spread of tub erculosis. 
He fol­ 
low’s 
the 
elementary 
rules 
of 
healthy living so that his b ody can 
defend itself against infection. 
If, 
in spite of his own efforts, he 
should contract TB. he knows he 
is 
not 
doomed. 
With 
modern 
treatm ent—rest, drugs, and sur­ 
gery—he has every hope of m ak­ 
ing a good recovery.

I do not know too much ab out 
the history or b uilding of the 
Mansion 
House, 
Strand

Broadway in Rondout. According 
to a Rondout Courier of Decem­ 
b er 27, 1861, the hotel advertise­ 
ment read: “This new and elegant 
hotel, standing on the site of the 
former Mansion House, offers to 
the traveling pub lic and to those 
desirous of a 
comfortab le and 
agreeab le 
residence, 
advantages 
entirely unequalled in this region. 
The house, b eing lately completed, 
is 
fresh, 
clean 
and 
attractive 
throughout. The rooms are large, 
airy and well furnished and the 
t a b ias always provided with all 
the delicacies of the season. The 
b ar is furnished with the choicest 
liquors and cigars." So according 
to the ab ove, it seems the Man­ 
sion House was reb uilt around 
that time. 


George F. Von Beck, the pro­ 
prietor in 1861, further said: "All 
the stages running to and from 
this village stop at this house and 
an hourly connection with the 
village of Kingston." Those were 
the old horse-car days of Rondout 
and Kingston. Mr. Von Beck fur­ 
ther W’rites: "Caution; All persons 
are forb idden trusting individuals 
whether of my own family or 
strangers on my account, as I 
will b e responsib le for no deb ts 
contracted b y others in my name 
unless upon my special written 
order, and I would also state that 
i am in partnership with no one, 
and have no agent." Mr. ’ Von 
Beck owned various enterprises in 
those days and no doub t incidents 
occurred whereb y he decided to 
print the ab ove in his advertise­ 
ment. 


Looking b ack into some of the 
retail stores of 1861 such as “R.

Tuberculosis, or con­ 
sumption, as it was commonly 
called, was a favorite of Victorian 
novelists. 
Almost every family in 
a novel of that era had a sweet, 
angelic young girl going into a 
decline. 
Usually she died, with 
her last breath forgiving the sor­ 
rowing family clustered around 
her bed. 
Sometimes papa took 
her to Europe where she fell in 
love with an English nobleman 
and made a miraculous recovery. 
Another typical character was the 
Black Sheep who came home to 
beg forgiveness for his wild life 
and die coughing in his mother’s 
arms. 
Poets and artists almost always 
were described as having a hectic, 
tuberculous 
flush. 
They 
died 
young, after completing one great 
work of art. 
There was a legend 
that 
tuberculosis 
made 
genius 
burn more brightly. 
Modern man doesn’t want ro­ 
mantic legends about disease. He 
wants facts. 
lie doesn’t leave his 
health to fate, but takes personal 
responsibility for it. 
He knows 
that the poet s death from TB 
was tragically unnecessary; that 
the great picture was painted in 
spite of, not because of TB. 
He 
doesn’t think it's romantic to be 
half alive. 
So he joins with his neighbors 
in community efforts to fight the 
spread of tuberculosis. 
He fol­ 
lows 
the 
elementary 
rules 
of 
healthy living so that his body can 
defend itself against infection. 
If, 
in spite of his own efforts, he 
should contract TB. he knows he 
is 
not 
doomed.

Do You Remember

I do not know too much about 
the history or building of the 
Mansion 
House, 
Strand 
and 
Broadway in Rondout. According 
to a Rondout Courier of Decem­ 
ber 27, 1861, the hotel advertise­ 
ment read: “This new and elegant 
hotel, standing on the site of the 
former Mansion House, offers to 
the traveling public and to those 
desirous 
of a 
comfortable 
and 
agreeable 
residence, 
advantages 
entirely unequalled in this region. 
The house, being lately completed, 
is 
fresh, 
clean 
and 
attractive 
throughout. The rooms are large, 
airy and well furnished and the 
tables always provided with all 
the delicacies of the season. The 
bar is furnished with the choicest 
liquors and cigars.” So according 
to the above, it seems the Man­ 
sion 
House was rebuilt around 
that time. 


George F. Von Beck, the pro­ 
prietor in 1861, further said: “All 
the stages running to and from 
this village stop at this house and 
an 
hourly connection with the 
village of Kingston.” Those were 
the old horse-car days of Rondout 
and Kingston. Mr. Von Beck fur­ 
ther writes: “Caution; All persons 
are forbidden trusting individuals, 
whether of my own family or 
strangers on my account, as I 
will be responsible for no debts 
contracted by others in my name 
unless upon 
my special written 
order, and I would also state that 
J am in partnership with no one, 
and have no agent.” Mr. ’ Von 
Beck owned various enterprises in 
those days and no doubt incidents 
occurred whereby he decided to 
print the above in his advertise­ 
ment. 


Looking back into some of the 
retail stores of 1861 such as “R. 
Deyo's Cash store” which was 
situated "one door east of Bank 
of Rondout.” 
He carried such a variety of 
items it is difficult to realize how 
he know where everything was. 
For instance his 
advertisement 
reads in part: “Has constantly on 
hand 
a 
general 
assortment 
of 
! drugs, medicines, paints, oils, and 
all the popular patent medicines 
of the day. Also, trusses, support­ 
ers. 
braces, 
turnkeys, 
forceps, 
lancets, glass and metal syringes, 


j surgeons’ lint etc.” Yet he was 
not listed as a pharmacy. He also 
carried all the different dye woods 
and coloring preparations of the 
day. Camphene, burning fluid, var­ 
nish of 
every 
kind. 
Port 
and 
Madeira wine, brandy, gin, Jam ai­ 
ca rum and alcohol. In the grocery 
and provision and fruit line he 
had: sugar of every kind. tea. mo­ 
lasses. rice, coffee, cocoa, choco­ 
late. spices, 
pork, 
flour, 
hams, 
shoulders, 
smoked 
beef, 
butter, 
cheese, lard, eggs, fish of every 
description, dried apples, currants, 
raisins, prunes, citron, tamarinds, 
figs, 
almonds, 
Brazil, 
Maderira 
and walnuts. Also, pastry, arrow 
root, corn starch. Vermicelli, Mac­ 
aroni, tapioca, rice flour. 


But lie still felt he could add to 
his stock of the above, so he took 
in a line of crockery, glassware, 
hardware, stone and woodware. 
And he just received a large as­ 
sortment of boots, shoes and In- 
i dia rubber goods, with a fine as­ 
sortment 
of 
blank 
books 
and 
paper, foolscap, letter, commercial 
note, fancy note, bill paper and 
! envelopes, and black, blue and red 
ink. Richard Dcyo further added 
Hardy’s Wagon Grease, and H ar­ 
rison's Hair Dye and Perfumery. 
In those days, he like other stores 
took in barter country produce at 
market prices, in exchange for 
| items on his shelves. The above 
proves that back some 100 years. 
Rondout and Kingston had large 
food markets too. which carried 
most everything.

Caro l F., 11 years o ld, can’t admit a mistake. 
Fo r example, cleaning the bathro o m is her Saturday mo rning 
cho re. She’ll anno unce that it’s finished — when it isn’t. Po inting to 
the unwashed windo w sill and spattered cabinet mirro r, her mo ther 
will say, “ Yo u haven’t cleaned them, Caro l.” 
Then Caro l’s face tightens into stubbo rnness. Insistently and un­ 
truthfully she sa>%, “ I did so clean them.” 
Mrs. F. has two wTays o f dealing with this resistance to co rrectio n. 
So metimes, lo sing her temper, she stands o ver Caro l threateningly 
until she co mpletes her wo rk. 
So metimes, in ano ther mo o d, she’ll remember the child-training 
bo o ks’ advice to praise children. So she’ll say so o thingly, “ Never mind, 
dear. Yo u’ve straightened the to wels nicely, anyway” —and wash the 
sill and mirro r herself. 
Neither wfay changes Caro l’s resistance to co rrectio n. The angry 
first o ne just makes her angry’, to o . The seco nd o ne, since it co ndo nes 
Caro l’s mistakes, justifies her co ntinuing resentment to ward any 
criticism o f them. 
Mrs. F. might begin to tell who le truths instead o f half o nes to 
Caro l. Fo r the who le truth is that she has do ne bo th go o d wo rk and 
po o r wo rk in the bathro o m. 
To fo cus o ur entire attentio n o n the neglected sill and mirro r is as 
unrealistic as it is to co ncentrate it entirely o n the tidy to wels. We 
have a child who , like the rest o f us, has do ne so me things well and 
keepsie

and 
the ! so me things no t so wrell. 
So Mrs. F. might try saying: “ The washbo wl lo o ks fine. And ho w 
neatly yo u’ve arrange the to wels. It is such a shining bathro o m that 
it seems a pity to fo rget the sill and the mirro r . . . ” 
And let it go at that. 
Fear o f co rrectio n develo ps fro m unbalanced praise o r unbalanced 
criticism. 
So let’s watch unmixed praise and unmixed criticism. We can 
igno re a child’s mistakes and inflate and 
flatter his successes until he 
gets to expecting such grand things fro m himself that any failure is 
into lerable. 
Or we can igno re Caro l’s go o d wo rk and co ncentrate her attentio n 
o n her failures until she co mes to expect to o little fro m herself. Then 
o f co urse any suggesio n that she can do better scares her into anger 
and resistance. 
No bo dy rates to tal praise o r to tal co ndemnatio n. Like Caro l, all o f 
us need the praise to give balance to the criticism. It’s this balance 
that gives us the realistic self-respect 
that can admit mistakes.

Carol F., 11 years old, can’t admit a mistake. 
For example, cleaning the bathroom is her Saturday morning 
chore. She’ll announce that it’s finished — when it isn’t. Pointing to 
the unwashed window sill and spattered cabinet mirror, her mother 
will say, “You haven’t cleaned them, Carol.” 
Then Carol’s face tightens into stubbornness. Insistently and un­ 
truthfully she sayfe, “I did so clean them.” 
Mrs. F. has two ways of dealing with this resistance to correction. 
She" is a rnember* of The" 1Í)utcheTs Sometimes, losing her temper, she stands over Carol threateningly 
until she completes her work. 
Sometimes, in another mood, she’ll remember the child-training 
books’ advice to praise children. So she’ll say soothingly, "Never mind, 
dear. You've straightened the towels nicely, anyway”—and wash the 
sill and mirror herself. 
Neither way changes Carol’s resistance to correction. The angry 
first one just makes her angry, too. The second one, since it condones 
Carol’s mistakes, justifies her continuing resentment toward any 
criticism of them. 
Mrs. F. might begin to tell whole truths instead of half ones to 
Carol. For the whole truth is that she has done both good work and 
poor work in the bathroom. 
To focus our entire attention on the neglected sill and mirror is as 
unrealistic as it is to concentrate it entirely on the tidy towels. We 
have a child who, like the rest of us, has done some things well and 
some things not so well. 
So Mrs. F. might try saying: “The washbowl looks fine. And how 
neatly you’ve arrange the towels. It is such a shining bathroom that 
it seems a pity to forget the sill and the mirror . . . ” 
And let it go at that. 
Fear of correction develops from unbalanced praise or unbalanced 
criticism. 
So let’s watch unmixed praise and unmixed criticism. We can 
ignore a child’s mistakes and inflate and flatter his successes until he 
gets to expecting such grand things from himself that any failure is 
intolerable.

and one deuce, y ou get a bonus o f 
3500 p oints. 
At each tu rn y ou draw tw’o 
cards and discard only one. Hence 
y ou r hand tends to grow larger as 
the game goes on. 
In order to meld out, y ou r side 
needs two canastas, at least one of 
w’hich mu st be a natu ral canasta. 
The discard p ile is considered 
frozen at all times. 
This means 
that y ou alway s need a natu ral 
matching p air to p ick up the p re­ 
vious discard. • For this reason 
there is very little advantage in 
discarding a w’ild card; bu t if y ou 
do, the nex t p lay er cannot p ick it 
up even if he has two matching 
wild cards.

Canasta develops in different 
ways in different 
parts of the 
country, so it shouldn’t surprise 
anybody to learn that it is played 
differently in Italy. 
Certain fea- 
! tures of the Italian game are 
quite interesting, and I present 
them to American readers with 
the reminder that these are not 
new' official rules. 
Italian canasta is played with 
three packs and six’ jokers, like 
samba. 
The melds are much the 
j same as in standard (two-pack) 
; canasta, consisting of natural and 
mixed canastas. There are no se­ 
quences, and the only new' or un­ 
usual melds are canastas of wild 
cards. 
A mixed canasta of wild cards 
earns a bonus of 2000 points. For ¡ 
seven deuces, you get a bonus of j 
3000 {joints. 
For all six jokers 


i and one deuce, you get a bonus of 
! 3500 points. 
At each turn you draw tw'o 
cards and discard only one. Hence 
your hand tends to grow larger as 
the game goes on. 
In order to meld out, your side 
needs two canastas, at least one of 
which must be a natural canasta. 
The discard pile is considered 
frozen at all times. 
This means 
that you always need a natural 
matching pair to pick up the pre­ 
vious discard. • For this reason 
there is very little advantage in 
discarding a w’ild card; but if you 
do, the next player cannot pick it 
up even if he has two matching 
wild cards. 
The game is 7000 points. Mini­ 
mum melds are the same as in 
regular canasta. 
Some of the players who play 
this game give unusual bonuses 
for all six red threes, for a natu­ 
ral canasta of aces, and for meld­ 
ing out.

Indians' Plight 
He *ard by Riding 
Club at Meeting 


Woodstock, Feb. 22—The plight 
of the American Indians of the 
southwest was vividly described 
by Mrs. Frederick E. Hyde. Jr., 
of New York and Kingston, in an 
illustrated lecture for the mem­ 
bers of 
the Woodstock 
Riding 
Club at their meeting Thursday 
night 
in the basement of the 
Dutch Reformed Church. 
Introduced 
by 
Mrs. 
Herbert 
Cutler, program chairman, Mrs. 
Hyde was assisted by her daugh­ 
ter Mrs. Isabel McLaughlin, also 
of Kingston, who showed colored 
slides of the southwest 
Indian 
reservation, 
which 
they 
took 
during a recent survey of the 
reservation made by Mrs. Hyde 
and later reported to the Depart­ 
ment of the Interior of Wash­ 
ington. 
Mrs. Hyde climaxed her com­ 
ments by imploring her audience 
to write to theii 
congressmen 
and senators to stav 
pushing the Indians out of the 
reservations before they are pre­ 
pared for it. 
"Before they are 
turned 
’outside,’ they must 
be 
given the opportunity to develop 
their art and craft work,” she 
said. 
» 
Native Art Impressive 
In conti ast to the aire poverty 
she described, the lack of water, 
nutritious food and sanitary con­ 
ditions. 
Mrs. 
Hyde 
displayed 
some 
magnificent 
examples 
of 
their native art 
the superlative­ 
ly beautiful rainbow hued cere­ 
monial rugs, a striking turquoise 
and silver necklace, bracelets and 
earrings. The bracelets, particu­ 
larly were exquisitely wrought in 
silver in the finest tradition, and 
not the more familiar crude ex­ 
amples 
frequently 
seen. 
The 
Navajo ceremonial rug was ten 
feet long and about five feet wide 
with a pearly white background 
setting of the brilliant turquoise, 
reds and yellows and greys of the 
design. 
The wife of the late Frederick 
E. Hyde, who with his brother 
B. T. R. Hyde, financed the first 
expedition which uncovered 
the 
ruins of the Pueblo Bonito Indian 
settlement 
in 
1896 
under 
the 
supervision of Professor Putnam 
of Harvard. Later Hyde continued 
to explore the Pueblo Bonito area 
and 
took out 
literally tons of 
material of historic value, 
and 
these remains, Mrs. Hyde said are 
now 
considered 
the 
most 
im­ 
portant inside the United States 
borders, some distance from Gal­ 
lop, New Mexico. 
Mrs. Hyde reported that today 
the Indian population in America, 
including Alaska, is a little over 
400.000, located mostly in New 
Mexico and Arizona. "The Indian, 
contrary to popular belief, is not 
dying out 
he is increasing. 
They 
are largely in the southwest, with 
the 
present 
population 
of 
the 
Navajos numbering about 80,000.”

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children without hope of being ad­ 
mitted 
to 
schools

present overcrowding. 
Citing the obstacles which must 
be overcome before a good strong 
vocational program can be accom­ 
plished, Mrs. Hyde said that one 
is the language difficulty. 
“We 
! don’t speak their language and 
they don’t speak ours.” They keep 
up their tribal customs and their 
devotion to their Indian gods. The 
Indian has been buffeted around 
between one administration and 
another. 
Describing their actual 
living 
conditions, Mrs. Hyde pointed out 
that the Navajo anjd Hopi reser­ 
vations are roughly comparable 
in size to the states of New Hamp­ 
shire, Massachusetts, Connecticut 
and Rhode Island combined, and 
most of the land is arid. 
The 
great scarcity of water in Arizona 
is4a source of continuous battle, 
as it is in New Mexico and Colo­ 
rado. 
"The Indians caloric in­ 
take,” she said, "is lower 
han 
that of a European displaced per- 
I son.” 
Skilled in the art of making 
things grow, the Indian manages 
to extract some food —largely corn 
the idea of • 
/ ro,*i the sandy valleys, and this 
with the mutton from his sheep 
is his main source of food. 
Manpower I* Wasted 
“It seems a pity.” Mrs. Hyde 
observed, “that the lack of a good 
vocational program hinders 
the 
Indian from making the most of 
Tiis ability. 
We are wasting man­ 
power in so many ways.” 
She touched briefly on the In­ 
dian Emancipation Bill now pend­ 
ing in Washington, and stated that 
the Indians are pathetically anx­ 
ious to serve their own. 
"Their 
love for family is great, and the 
Indians themselves feel that the 
hundreds of treaties made with 
them should be kept.” 
Only rep­ 
resentatives 
of 
the 
Hopi 
tribe 
have been to the United Nations, 
and they “requested the privilege 
of being let alone and to develop 
their barren mesas.” 
Theirs is a deeply rooted and 
ancient culture, Mrs. Hyde re­ 
minded her listners, and the In­ 
dian’s “tribal association is his 
world 
to him. 
Many 
customs 
which still exist as part of the 
tribe would not bo permitted in 
the outside world.” 
Despite their exceptional artis­ 
tic gifts, Mrs. Hyde said that 
there are only two things the 
Navajos do off reservation—they 
work for the three railroad com­ 
panies or as vegetable pickers. 
Obstacle* Block Path 
Mrs. Hyde believes that the In­ 
dians wish 
to 
become 
reliable 
American citizens, but many ob­ 
stacles block the way. 
The land 
is overburdened and the people 
are not yet ready for assimilation, 
and the question is largely where 
the Indian will he absorbed— at 
the top or in the slums. 
The 
blanket industry in which the In­ 
dian once excelled, is rapidly on 
its way out as the Indian is now 
selling his wool to the big wool 
traders and it is necessary for the 
Indian women to buy back the 
wool in order to make the now- 
prized and scarce blankets. 
The lecture was accompanied 
by pictures of the Indian villages 
and fabulous Pueblo Bonito ruins.

Xenophon around 360 B. C. For all 
I know, your scrivener may be 
right, but you might tell him for 
me I always thought a Xenophon 
was something you played with 
little hammers. 
Even if his charge of unorigi­ 
nality 
is 
true, 
however, 
it 
wouldn't bother me. As I ponder it. 
the art of story-telling wouldn’t 
be nearly so artful if a writer 
didn’t occasionally avail himself of 
the classic hand-me-downs from 
the past. 
The best example is O. Henry’s 
“The Gift of the Magi,” one of the 
most popular stories ever written. 
In it, as you may remember, a 
young husband pawns his watch 
so that he can buy his wife a 
comb for Christmas, while his wife 
cuts her hair off and sells it so she 
can surprise him with a watch 
fob. 
Well. Alex, if you will turn to 
page 218 of the Livcright Edi­ 
tion of a book called "On Love” 
written by Stendhal over a hun­ 
dred years ago, you will find the 
basic plot of "The Gift of the 
Magi” told as follows . . . 
A long time ago in Araby, there 
lived a young man named Abdullah 
who was in love with a girl named 
Celeste. Celeste was as eager to 
marry Abdullah as he was to 
marry her, but, alas, he was a 
Moslem and she a Christian, and it 
was an unthinkable sin to marry 
outside one’s religion. 
In despair, the young man went 
off to the wars 
there was always 
a war to go to in those days 
and 
on 
the 
battlefield 
he was run 
through by a lance. 
"Is there anything 1 can do?” a 
comrade asked him. 
“I am going to die,” said Ab­ 
dullah. “and I shall never again 
see Celeste in this world. 
If I die 
in the faith of my fathers, I shall 
never see her in the next world 
either. 
I therefore renounce the 
Moslem faith and embrace Chris­ 
tianity, and ask you to he my wit­ 
ness.” 


A few days after Abdullah's 
death, his comrade was given per-! 
mission to go to the town where 
Celeste lived. 
To his dismay, he 
found the girl had been stricken 
by a fatal illness. 
“I am about to die,” said Ce­ 
leste, "and since I shall never see’ 
my beloved again in this- world, I 
want to be with him in the next.j 
Will you hear witness that I have 
renounced 
Christianity 
and 
die ¡ 
believing there is no god but Allah 
and Mohomet is his prophet. . . ?” 
This plot turn, my dear Alex, 
wasn’t entirely original with Sten­ 
dhal either. 
It was first set down 
a dozen centuries ago in an Arabic 
manuscript called "The Book of 
Love.” 
It may well be that the sardonic 
O. Henry knew the source of 
Stendhal’s story, and that it was 
with 
tongue in check 
that 
he 
named his version of the ancient 
tale, “The Gift of the Magi.” Old 
Araby, as any dictionary will tell 
you, was the home of the Magi. 
My love to you and my kid sis­ 
ter.

that is the word for it, many 
years ago in a European match. 
The declarer made a bad play 
that it has taken years to live 
down. 
Unfortunately for South. West 
made a “favorable” opening lead. 
If West had opened a dimond, 
the defenders would have taken 
one trick, and South would have 
had clear sailing from there on. 
West actually opened a trump, 
and South got greedy when he 
saw a chance to avoid the loss of 
a diamond trick. 
Declarer won the first trick in 
his own hand and hastily cashed 
the three top spades in order to 
discard 
dummy's singleton 
dia­ 
mond. 
He rulTed a diamond in 
dummy and then still wanted to 
ruff a spade and another dia­ 
mond. so he tried to get to his 
hand by cashing the top hearts, 
intending to ruff a third round of 
hearts. 
Unfortunately for South, 
however, East ruffed the second 
high heart and returned a trump. 
Now declarer had two losing 
cards to ruff with only one trump 
in dummy. 
He found this feat 
impossible, and thus managed to 
go down one at his slam contract. 
Actually, there was no way for 
South to lose seven clubs if he 
had only adopted the right line 
of play. 
The correct play is to 
draw three rounds of trumps and 
then cash one top heart. 
If both defenders follow suit, 
declarer can cash the other top 
heart and ruff a heart. 
Dummy 
can be re-entered with the queen 
of spades for a second heart ruff, 
and South cashes the top spades 
to discard dummy’s losing dia­ 
mond. Dummy will then take the 
rest of the tricks with the last 
trump and good hearts. 
Even if the hearts break 5-0. 
South can still make all 13 tricks. 
If West has all of the hearts, 
South can finesse through him. 
If East has all of the hearts, dum­ 
my's jack and nine can be led to 
ruff out the queen and ten.
